HALLOWEEN SAFE, MEANINGFUL 
Once again the time is at hand when spooky, 
outlandish creatures will mingle in the streets 
with diminutive astronauts and smiling men from 
Mars. Jack o* lanterns will cast eerie shadows, 
and prowling cats will arch their backs, brist­ 
ling with sudden fear. Doorbells will ring, eager 
palms will go out to receive the traditional 
“treats” —all in all, to the casual observer, 
on October 31 everything will appear very 
familiar indeed. 
A closer look, however, will reveal that in 
1965, for millions of our children Halloween 
has become a holiday with a new’, more significant 
meaning. An evening once associated with sense­ 
less pranks, and even outright vandalism and 
destruction, has been transformed for an ever 
increasing number of young Americans into a 
night devoted to helping ease the hunger and 
misery of other boys and girls in far-away 
lands. 
A NEW TRADITION 
The way this came about is now part of our 
folklore. A small Sunday School class in 1950, 
a few youngsters’ decision to collect pennies 
for needy children instead of candy on Halloween, 
a check for $17.00 sent to the United Nations 
Children’s Fund. . .The inspiration of this first 
spontaneous Trick or Treat for UNICE!" pro­ 
gram had such an impact that today, 15 years 
later, some three and a half million young 
Americans in over 13,000 communities are 
preparing for a similar venture—and pennies, 
nickles and dimes they collect are expected 
to exceed $2,000,000. 
The success of what has become the world’s 
greatest effort by children to help children is 
undoubtedly due to the enthusiasm and good will 
of the young volunteers and their adult super­ 
visors in communities of every size around the 
country. A safe, constructive, humanitarian en­ 
deavor, the Trick or Treat for UNICEF program 
enjoys the wholehearted endorsement of P resi­ 
dent Johnson, educators, religious and youth 
leaders, civic and service club officers, and 
the parents themselves. 
LIFE INEXPENSIVE 
Nine hundred million children in the under­ 
developed world still live in the shadow of 
hunger, illness and ignorance. For every coin 
collected by a UNICEF Trick or Treater, some 
of them will gain a chance to grow up less 
handicapped, with a better opportunity for a 
healthier, more productive 
life. 
Although 
UNICEF operates with an annual budget equiv­ 
alent to eight per cent of what is spent on 
world armament in one day, its accomplishments 
in fact are immeasurable. For example: 
* More than 193 million young people have 
been protected from tuberculosis so far with 
vaccine supplied by UNICEF at a cost of one 
cent per vaccination; 
* More than 40 million people, half of them 
mothers and youths, have been cured of yaws, 
a horrible, crippling tropical disease, with 
penicillin which costs UNICEF 2 l/2£ per child;

For some 70 million people, UNICEF’s 7,000 
Mother and Child Health Centers are the only 
link with modern practices of medicine and 
nursing. 
BENEFITS ONE AND ALL 
The names of some of the specific diseases 
UNICEF helps to fight may not be familial* n 
all Trick or Treaters, but they apparently ap­ 
preciate what it must mean to be hungry, ill 
or crippled. In the underdevelopeu world, many 
children are fed the nutritional equivalent of one 
American school lunch every two days. Far too 
many of them will never see a doctor, or the 
inside of a classroom. With UNICEF’s help, 
however, the future looks brighter. Stimulated 
and assisted by the Children’s Fund, the develop­ 
ing countries are working to improve conditions 
for the young generation, contributing about two 
and a half times as much in labor, buildings 
and local supplies as they receive from UNICEF 
in equipment, medicines, technical advice and 
stipends for workers in training. 
More difficult for them to grasp, and of 
primary concern to adults, is the implication 
found in the fact that in the underdeveloped 
world, the child population is increasing by 
about two and a half per cent a year. This is 
taking place at a time when the global situation 
could best be summarized in a single word— 
change.

The first victims of 
this unbalance are the children—those children 
in whose hands the destiny of their countries 
will be in just a few decades.

History will place its own judgment on the 
first session of the 89th Congress. 
It has been an amazing session, which fully 
lives up th the description of President Lyndon 
B. Johnson as fabulous. 
In terms of the volume of laws enacted nothing 
to compare with it has happened within the 
lifetime of any living American. That includes 
those who witnessed the famous first IOO days 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s administration. John­ 
son’s Great Society easily has outclassed Roose­ 
velt’s New Deal in this respect. 
It is true that Johnson was aided by prosperity 
and a Congress heavily populated by Demo­ 
crats but all the things the President had 
going for him do not fully explain his phenomenal 
-success with Congress. 
One powerful force which assisted Roosevelt 
was public insistence that he do something 
about the great depression in the thirties. 
He functioned during an emergency that had 
to be experienced to be fully appreciated. 
Johnson had no emergency. In truth prosperous 
conditions made the country apathetic. There 
was no demand for most of his legislative 
program. Most people would have been happy 
to rock along. 
How did Johnson succeed in shaking the status 
quo to its foundations with such an amazingly 
successful legislative program? The answer 
lies in an acknowledgment of his tremendous 
skill as a politician in working with Congress. 
Johnson not only is a skilled tactician, knowing 
intimately the mechanics of legislating, but 
his long service in Congress, his experience 
in positions of leadership both in Congress 
and in the Democratic party, his intimate, 
personal knowledge of the members of Con­ 
gress—their likes, dislikes, strengths and weak­ 
nesses, his readiness to praise, criticize, arm 
pull or anything else needed to obtain action— 
compromise if necessary—all these have been 
factors. The elements add up to the most 
effective President with Congress in its history. 
No president in recent times could even approach 
his record. 
Unfortunately the quality of legislation does 
not compare with its quantity. Sime bad legis­ 
lation and some hastily conceived bills were 
inevitably jammed through Congress at break­ 
neck speed. There will be a bitter after taste 
to some of it. 
The rate of spending is almost beyond belief 
but it is there and the people will be paying 
for it in the years to come. The tab will be 
staggering. 
Everything both the Democrats and Republicans 
say about Congress is true. 
Nothing dims the luster of Johnson’s successful 
.efforts by and large in getting so much of what . 
he wanted through Congress. 
He is the master presidential politician in 
the legislative field of all time.

AMERICA WITHOUT 
FREEDOM? 
A mood seems to be spread­ 
ing among some good Ameri­ 
cans which causes them to ac­ 
cept the gradual disappearance 
of American freedom as in­ 
evitable, even though they stUl 
love it. 
If this mood simply showed 
anger and frustration at the 
difficulty of turning back the 
present tide toward statism , it 
could be understood and prob­ 
ably would soon pass. But when 
it becomes a passive 
sub­ 
mission to complete despair, it 
is dangerous indeed. 
People caught up in this mood 
often 
repeat 
the 
favorite 
socialist 
watchword, 
without 
realizing it, that in an increas­ 
ingly complex society socialism 
must prevail. 
They seem to 
think that the advance of science 
and industry in the U.S. and the 
steady increase in our popula­ 
tion will of themselves take 
our freedom from us and put 
centralized power in its place. 
But facts are independent of 
shifting moods and even historic 
trends. They show that social­ 
ism has never worked for long 
at any level above the prim i­ 
tive tribe. Instead of being the 
only way to manage an increas­ 
ingly complex society, it is the 
worst possible way. The more 
complicated 
our society be­ 
comes, the harder it is for any 
government 
planner even to 
pretend to grasp it as a whole. 
The more people there are, the 
more new inventions we 
de­ 
velop; the more new ways of 
doing 
things are found, the 
greater is the need for free­ 
dom so that all of us can de­ 
velop in a manner both natural 
and right, without the inter­ 
vention of force. Everyone must 
do everything they can to save 
freedom. Without freedom, our 
increasing complexity can lead 
us only to destruction. HLH 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Inside Labor

NEW YORK (AP) — While 
some Americans are dying in 
combat in far away Asian jun­ 
gles, others at home are getting 
their 
exercise 
by 
walking 
around carrying placards read­ 
ing “ Get out of Viet Nam.” 
No American probably would 
rather get us out of Viet Nam 
more than the one who is over 
there doing his sweaty duty. 
During a recent visit to Viet 
Nam, I asked many soldiers 
what their reaction was to the 
campus agitation back home 
against our military policy. 
Surprisingly, I found it rather 
tolerant. 
“ That’s kid stuff,” some said. 
“ Anyway, it’s a free country.” 
But there was a point at 
which 
their wry amusement ■ 
ceased. That was when they 
read that some protestors were 
raising funds to send medical 
supplies to Hie Viet Cong. 
Invariably this stirred honest 
anger in every serviceman I 
talked to. They regarded such 
efforts as a form of home front 
traitorism tliat gave aid and 
comfort to the enemy. They felt 
such efforts were a danger to 
their own existence. 
The right of protest against 
the conduct of his government is 
a right inherent to everyman. 
But the present minority pro­ 
test against UJ5. policy in Viet 
Nam has assumed a sinister 
pattern, in some cases. 
It is not mere college cuteness 
that puts out information to 
young men on how they can 
beat the draft. rDiis is a step 


against the pattern of our sur­ 
vival as a nation and the gov­ 
ernment has a right to act in its 
own self-defense. 


There is a difference between 
the conscientious objector who 
refuses combat duty because it 
violates 
his religious 
principles, and one who seeks 
to avoid service because he is 
a coward or finds such ser­ 
vice uncomfortable. 
It is quite possible to serve 
one’s country without pulling a 
trigger. But it is another thing 
to avoid serving one’s country 
oy feigning illness or pretending 
homosexualism. 
Such advice is being issued to 
our youth from some quarters, 
-and this is an act of conspiracy 
against 
our 
national safety. 
TTiose who give such counsel 
are available to legal punish­ 
ment. 
I happen to know of one young 
man who escaped military serv­ 
ice by pretending to be a ho­ 
mosexual. He was exceptionally 
brillant, and I never knew for 
sure whether he did what he did 
because he was a coward or 
because 
he 
thought he was 
being clever. 
He managed to fool the draft 
board, but he could not fool 
himself—nor could he fool his 
friends. 
His folly ruined his life. He 
became a prisoner of his own 
shame and guilt and came to 
hate himself utterly. And these 
feelings will kill any man’s pos­ 
sibility of achievement. 


Easy Way to Make $125,000 
a Night. 
New York: The man who came 
to dinner here die other Friday 
did very well indeed for a one- 
night stand. Even for Jimmy 
Hoffa, $125,000 worth of adula­ 
tion 
by labor leaders and 
employers is a good evening’s 
income. That’s what he netted 
for use in any Cashion he wished. 
Apparently it’s all very legal. 
A bunch of the boys get together. 
They run a testimonial to their 
leader. Since each contribution, 
or surplus on each ticket above 
the cost of the roast beef, enter­ 
tainment and printing, is under 
$3,000, the boys can bundle it 
up and give it to their admired, 
one — tax free. 
Apparently it does not matter 
if the sum is a hundred thousand 
dollars or a million so long as 
it comes in under $3,000 per 
adulation. 
There were over 1,600 im­ 
pressed adm irers in the Hotel 
. Americana grand ballroom — 
and apparently discretion got 
the better of their admiration. 
They enveloped their magna­ 
nimity 
in anonymity. 
There 
were no seating lists in evi­ 
dence — a word heavy on the 
minds of those who were 
not 
ecstatic over being in 
the 
crowd, each of whom paid $100 
’ out of his own pocket to cheer" 
their twice-convicted hero. 
As 
the devotees 
arrived, a 
Hoffa adjutant told them where 
to sit. Since the adulators had 
come to be observed, at least 
by the star of the evening, they 
demurred over the possibility 
that “ Jimmy” would not know 
they were there. 
But they were told not to wor­ 
ry. The “ little guy” had a list 
of his own. He would know. And 
so they made merry in an ap­ 
prehensive sort of way. 
They all knew they were under 
surveillance by several 
law 
agencies — especially the FBI. 
J . Edgar Hoover’s bureau now 
has a dragnet out over the entire 
infrastructure of operations of 
Hoffa and his allies. 
The testimonial dinner funds 
are being raised to defray Hof- 
fa’s legal expenses as every­ 
body knows. But few know, and 
the FBI on orders from the 
Justice Dept, wants to know, just 
what are these expenses. 
Obviously 
Hoffa 
has spent 
scores of thousands of 
dol­ 
lars 
investigating some 
50 
jurors and alternates in 
the 
course of three recent federal 
trials. 
Obviously considerable mon­ 
ey has been spent in an effort 
to find the Chattanooga prosti- 
tues, call girls, hotel employes 
and nightclub workers. These 
are the men and women who 
have charged in affidavits that 
the 
jurors 
in the 
jury- 
tampering trial had wild par­ 
ties and sexual relations during 
the trial early in 1964. 
They 
also 
charged 
U .S. 
m arshals with obtaining women 
for the jurors. The marshals 
and 
the Justice 
Dept, have 


denied the libidinous charges. 
The denials are in affidavit 
form. Therefore, one group or 
the other have perjured them­ 
selves. For this the penalties 
• are severe. 
Thus Hoffa, in seeking 
to 
set aside the eight-year prison 
term , has unloosed a new series 
of probes. If his charges 
are 
accurate, scores of 
federal 
officials, including a respected 
federal judge, have sworn false­ 
l y . If the latter are telling the 
truth, the prostitutes and 
the 
men who convinced them 
to 
swear in affidavit form 
face 
prison. Take your choice. 
The FBI has been methodical­ 
l y tracking down the evidence 
and it is now the words 
of 
harlots against the government. 
Since Hoffa has presented the 
call girl affidavits as evidence 
in his appeals, it is likely he 
will be on the witness stand 
again. 
Thus once more he will 
be 
increasing his legal fees. How 
will he pay them? It is now ap­ 
parent that he owes 
the 
Teamsters* union a minimum of 
$570,000 which it advanced to 
him for counsel and appeals 
fees in just three court cases. 
This is the figure which the 
Teamsters* treasurer 
has ad­ 
mitted to Secretary of Labor 
- Wirtz. But entirely overlooked 
in the Labor Dept.’s recent re­ 
port on the matter is a state­ 
ment that the Labor Dept, itself 
did not fully examine and trace 
all the records and payments 
to their final destination. 
“ The legal fees and 
ex­ 
penses tabulated.. .as disburse­ 
ments from IBT (Team sters — 
VR) funds in connection 
with 
tile litigation involving 
Mr. 
Hoffa,” says the official Labor 
Dept, report, “ are the results 
of compilations by the IBT and 
NOT by tile LMWP (Labor- 
Management 
and 
Welfare- 
Pension compliance 
bureau- 
VR). 
“ Tile LMWP has not 
at­ 
tempted to confirm the expen­ 
ditures 
through inquiry 
of 
numerous recipients of the IBT 
funds nor has it 
attempted to 
determine the correctness 
of 
the IBT compilations of legal 
fees and expenses. . . 
“ In other words, it is pos­ 
sible that some of the disburse­ 
ments charged to these accounts 
were incorrectly so charged, 
and it is possible that there 
were 
other 
disbursements 
which should have been charged 
to these accounts and were not 
so charged. 
The accounting 
decisions represent those of the 
IBT and do not represent the 
judgments of the LMWP staff 
as to the propriety of charg­ 
ing disbursements to those ac­ 
counts.” 
In other words, the Labor Dept, 
merely 
wanted to show that 
large sums have been spent by 
the Team sters for Hoffa. 
How much was really spent? 
How much does Hoffa really 
owe? How many $100-a-plate 
dinners will still be needed? 


WASHINGTON — Some peo­ 
ple have 
been wondering how 
such a nice guy as Sheldon Co- 
l hen, 
a tax expert, not a de­ 
tective, ever got mixed up with 
wiretaps, secret microphones 
and peek-a-boo m irrors, 
as 
disclosed by the Senate wire­ 
tapping investigation. 
The answer is that he didn’t. 
He inherited all this Dick Tracy 
paraphernalia. 
But 
there’s 
more to the story—namely that 
the man who really started the 
eavesdropping vogue was none 
other than Bobby Kennedy when 
he was attorney general. 
Since Kennedy is now a dis- 
_ tinguished senator from New 
York, and since senators belong 
to a self-protection society, if s 
not likely that the current wire­ 
tap probe, headed by Sen. Ed 
Long, D-Mo., will delve into the 
_ role of Sen. Kennedy. 
It should also be noted that, 
when he was attorney general, _ 
Kennedy was engaged in a laud­ 
able campaign to track down the 
underworld and to that end gave 
government gumshoes virtual­ 
ly an unrestricted hunting li­ 
cense to go after racketeers. 
He passed the word that they 
should use every weapon in their 
arsenal, 
including electronic 
devices. 
Kennedy’s 
objective 
was to 
smash organized crime, and he 
succeeded in scaring some un­ 
derworld 
lords 
out of the 
rackets. The justice department 
also set new records in mob- 
■ ster convictions, though more 
minnows were hauled in than 
big fish. 
Kennedy was able to unite all 
the federal enforcement agen­ 
cies in his drive, including in­ 
ternal revenue. As part of the 
Kennedy campaign, the follow­ 
ing 
confidential 
instructions 
were sent to internal revenue 
agents on Feb. 24, 1961s “ The 
tax 
returns 
of major racke­ 
teers, to be identified by the de­ 
partment of justice, will be 
subjected 
to the 
‘saturation 
type* 
investigation, 
utilizing 
such manpower on each case as 
can be efficiently employed. 
“ In conducting such investiga­ 
tions, full use will be made of 
available electronic equipment 
and other technical aids, as 
well 
as 
such 
investigative 
techniques as surveillance, un­ 
dercover work, etc.” 
SECRET MIKES 
Even as the order was being 
signed, 
secret 
mikes 
were 
planted in the internal revenue 
offices in Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
Austin, Tex. Agents were able to 
eavesdrop on any taxpayer who 
came in with his attorney to 
answer a tax summons, 
In Pittsburgh, zealous agents 
also installed a two-way mir­ 
ror, which permitted them to 
watch the sweating taxpayers 
without being seen.

NEW CONGRESSIONAL 
DISEASE 
The last session of congress 
was marked by the outbreak of 
_a new disease — “ canalitis” . 
This is a rare malady, fre­ 
quently 
contagious. 
When it 
strikes, the victim has a diffi­ 
cult time recovering. 
The first congressman sm it­ 
ten with a severe case of ca­ 
nalitis was Rep. Mike Kirwan 
of Youngstown, Ohio. Perhaps 
because of his age—79—the 
disease affected Mike in one of 
its most virulent forms. 
It caused him to advocate 
a 
canal from Lake Erie to Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa. Naturally the outlet 
of the canal was to be at Mike’s 
hometown, Youngstown, and the 
canal was to carry coal, iron 
ore, etc., between Youngstown 
and Pittsburgh. 
After the disease struck Kir­ 
wan, he talked to the army en­ 
gineers, and in deference to a 
powerful member of congress, 
they pronounced the canal feasi­ 
ble—though at a cost of over a 
billion dollars. Mike’s 
col­ 
leagues in congress immediate­ 
ly dubbed the project “ Mike’s 
billion-dollar ditch.” 
The two senators from Pen­ 
nsylvania, Joe Clark and Hugh 
Scott, who seemed to be im­ 
mune from canalitis, opposed 
the ditch, and it was ditched. 
However, the contagion has 
spread. The next man to come 
down with an attack of canali­ 
tis was Rep. Albert W. Johnson, 
the Pennsylvania Republican, 
who 
was 
smitten with 
the 
disease in the most virulent 
form. He proposed a canal from 
Lake Erie, beginning near Erie, 
Pa., to 
Franklin, Pa. He also 
proposed using the Allegheny 
River, deepened and widened, 
to reach Pittsburgh. 
The army engineers have not 
yet made an estimate on how 
much Johnson’s rampant case 
of canaUtis would cost the tax­ 
payers before ifs cured. 
Meanwhile, he has put 
his 
Pennsylvania colleagues on a 
tough spot. Since they opposed 
Kirwan’s ditch in neighboring 
Ohio, they can’t very well go to 
bat for a ditch in nearby Pen­ 
nsylvania. They just wish that 
congressmen would be less sus­ 
ceptible to the new disease of 
canalitis.

and 
ordering the two inspectors to 
end the Abbott investigation by 
noon. 
Anderson also pointed out that 
Deputy 
Commissioner John 
Harvey had a brother, I. 
D. 
Harvey, who is a regional sales 
manager for Abbott, and that 
two food and drug inspectors, 
Cornelius Flynn and William 
Truskowski, had been offered 
higher salaries by Abbott in the 
middle of the investigation and 
went to work for the company 
they had been probing. 
ON THE WEEKEND OF OCTO­ 
BER 24, sim ilar m aterial was 
realeased by the 
House Gov- . 
ernment Operations Committee 
and was front-page headlines in 
many newspapers next morn­ 
ing. 
You will recall, of course, the 
recent columns by both Pearson 
and 
Anderson 
regarding the 
sugar quotas allocated by the 
House of Representatives un­ 
der the direction of Congress­ 
man Harold Cooley, chairman 
of the House Agriculture Com­ 
mittee. They reported among 
other things that ten thousand 
tons had been allocated to the 
Bahama Islands, though 
this 
benefited only one company in 
Illinois, Owens-Illinois Glass; 
also that the quota for Vene­ 
zuela was increased from 2,500 
to 30,000 tons after Venezuela 
had hired the well-known lob­ 
byist Charles Patrick Clark. 
Pearson also reported that Ar­ 
gentina, which had hired no lob­ 
byist, had its quota cut and that 
Mexico, which had used no high 
pressure 
lobbying 
methods, 
was cut. 
Subsequently the senate dras­ 
tically curtailed the Venezuelan 
quota, wiped out the Bahama 
quota altogether, and increased 
the quotas for Argentina 
and 
Mexico.

“ Migration" may not be the 
word to describe what’s hap­ 
pening under the surface these 
days, but there’s little doubt 
that fish are on the move. 
The pre - winter moving of 
many game species has defi­ 
nitely begun in waters where 
conditions perm it.

In many deep lakes, small fish 
that were so amicable in the

Once cold weather sets In, the 
large fish will show up again.

Rome And The 
American Labor Unio’n 


By Rev. John E. Coogan, S .J. 


QUESTION: I think many peo­ 
ple habitually take the side of 
the unions because those people 
identify the unions with 
the 
working class. But you argue 
that not m erely do union de­ 
mands for higher wages leave 
little profit for the investor; 
those demands also exploit the 
unorganized m ass of the work­ 
ing class and the general public. 
A ren't you contending, then, 
that the unions a re largely a 
p ressu re 
group within 
the 
working class, seeking its own 
ends? 
I don't mean to question labor 
union intentions, but in 
fact 
they are that sort of pressure 
group. As the splendid Father 
Jam es M. G illis, CJS.P., said 
in 1956, “ Professional Labor 
which has quite generally come 
to violate justice and right, does 
so in the name of philanthropy, 
humanity and religion." The 
unions have been denied frank 
criticism by too many of the 
clergy who have associated with 
them; hence they have complete­ 
ly m isread their own position. 
A further confirmation of this * 
concept of the unions as a self- 
seeking pressure group we have 
in the labor unions' treatm ent 
of the Negro. The very unions 
which the whites say are nec­ 
essary for their own human 
dignity are often used against 
the Negro, especially in his ef­ 
fort to maintain him self and his 
fam ily in decency. For 
many 
years A. Philip Randolph,pres­ 
ident of the Pullman p o rters' 
union and vice-president of the 
A FL-CIO, has been protesting- 
largely in vain —against this 
union exclusion or discrim ina­ 
tion against N egroes. 
In the CIO the injustice 
Is 
largely confined to seniority 
discrim ination and curtailed op­ 
portunities for 
advancement: 
racially separate “ lines 
of 
prom otion" 
are 
frequently 
maintained. In the AFL, racial 
discrim ination is much more 
damaging. 
For example, the 
1961 United States Commission 
on Civil Rights Report declares, 
“ Because union m em bership or 
referra l by the union is a virtual 
necessity for obtaining employ­ 
ment on unionized projects (the 
bulk of com m ercial construc­ 
tion), the extent of Negro mem­ 
bership in construction craft 
unions determ ines the extent of 
Negro employment in this in­ 
dustry. Indeed, tile Negro has 


made little progress beyond his 
base of traditional strength in 
the ‘trow el' trades (plastering, 
lathing, bricklaying, and cement 
finishing) 
and 
unskilled and 
sem iskilled 
construction 
labor 
. . . In the plumbing, 
metal • working and electrical 
trad e s, both 1950 census figures 
and the Com m ission's field in­ 
vestigations show 
that Negro 
employment 
is 
m inim al." 
Union officials rationalize such 
exclusions on the ground that: 
“ N egroes are all afraid 
of 
electricity ,” or “ Colored folks 
don't want to do plumbing work 
because it is too h ard ." Mean­ 
while the back-breaking job of 
carrying the hod is becoming 
a Negro specialty. 
Exclusion of Negroes from 
the m ore skilled jobs is largely 
accom plished by excluding them 
from any apprentice program . 
Thus, for example, a recent 
survey of a New York elec­ 
tric al w orkers' local showed 
only thirty Negroes among 8,- 
OOO skilled craftsm en. Out of a 
total of 800 apprenticeships, 
only two a re Negro. To become 
an apprentice one must be a 
“ legitim ate son” of a member 
of the local having ten y ears' 
seniority! In the light of the 
overall 
situation, the p resi­ 
dent of Howard University was 
fully justified when a short tim e 
ago he declared, “ We have not 
realized in this combination, 
the A FL-CIO .. what we 
had 
hoped for in the merged labor 
m ovem ent." A more forthright 
observer put it more bluntly: 
“ The image of the labor move­ 
ment held by the Negro com­ 
munity is no longer one 
of 
Inadequacy of perform ance in 
the struggle for civil rights 
but that of an enem y." 
Of course the labor unions 
a re to r from alone in this mat­ 
te r of racial discrim ination, 
but a slamming of the door of 
opportunity in the face of a 
N egro asking only for a chance 
to earn an honest living for his 
fam ily— and that by his own 
social 
class 
— does seem 
especially shameful. Obvious­ 
ly, then, labor unions and the 
working class are not converti­ 
ble 
term s; in filet the unions 
add to the financial burdens of 
the m ore numerous non-union 
w orkers and exclude the colored 
w orkers from the better job op­ 
portunities.

And Red China's break with 
Russia, worse now than ever in 
its significance and its vitupera­ 
tions, injured the world Commu­ 
nist movement. 
The U.S. officials talked of 
diminishing Red Chinese in­ 
fluence in Africa as tile leaders 
of the new African nations real­ 
ize Peking's revolutionary doc­ 
trine could be used against 
them.

But by then, while som e of his 
colleagues of the early day shad 
died, he had m urdered o tia r j 
and many of those he had come 
to depend upon were of a young­ 
er generation. 
While they were true Bolshe­ 
vik disciples they did not, and 
could not l>ecause they w ere of 
a slightly different tim e, I " /e 
the sam e obsessions.

As Russia grew in affluence, 
both in possessions and respon­ 
sib ilities, the new leadership 
after Stalin was naturally more 
reluctant to lose what had been 
gained. 
Thus in time the Krem lin 
leadership became m ore and 
m ore the big p ro p rieto rs, and 
that has a sobering, conserva- 
tive influence. It's enough to 
cool some of the revolutionary 
ird o r in any group. 
Perhaps this is what Red Chi­ 
na is headed for. Its leadership 
now is made up of old men who 
will have to yield the rein s be­ 
fore too long. Tlie problem s 
within 
China are enorm ous. 
Mao Tze-tung's h eirs, lacking 
his revolutionary 
obsessions, 
may become more concerned 
with domestic expansion than 
with Communist expansion.

(AP) — Walt Hiskett made a 
prom ise to God, and he kept it. 
Hiskett, a native of Chicago, 
was wounded in the Korean War 
during tile battle of the Chosin 
R eservoir 
in November 1950. 
He asked God to spare his life, 
m d prom ised to serve the Lord 
In any way he could. 
Hiskett was 20 years old then 
and a Marine sergeant. Today, 
he is a Navy lieutenant serving 
with the Marine Corps as a 
chaplain in the sam e battalion 
he served with during the Ko­ 
rean War as a squad leader — 
the 2nd Battalion, 7th M arines. 
Hiskett, 35, spent three years 
as a construction worker in Chi­ 
cago to save enough money to 
finance him through Wittenberg 
University in Springfield, Ohio. 
From Wittenberg, he went on 
to tlie Chicago Lutheran Sem i­ 
nary where he received a bach­ 
elor of divinity degree in May 
1961. He served as assista n t. 
4»astor of the EdgebrookL uther­ 
an Church in the northwest sec­ 
tion of Chicago until Septem ber 
1962, when he came on active 
duty. 
After serving as chaplain at 
:he Naval Air Station, North 
Island, San Diego, Calif., and 
the UJS. Naval Training Center 
at San Diego, he volunteered for 
service in Viet Nam. He arriv ed 
in this country last July 7. 
His wife, Marilynn, and two 
children, Gregory, 2, and David, 
2V2, an adopted child, reside in 
San Diego. 
He lives in a tent in a valley 
about 15 miles southwest of Qui 
Nhon, and frequently goes up 
into the hills, where the M arines 
have 
their 
defensive p eri­ 
m eters, to visit the front-line 
men. 
“ In serving with the M arines, 
I feel it's some kind of a sm all 
token of repayment 
for the 
blessing that I received at tlie 
re s e rv o ir,'' he said. 
“ Our company was surround­ 
ed at Chosin R eservoir for six 


days. I got wounded on the first 
day. We thought the wounded 
would be evacuated. One heli­ 
copter came to evacuate us, but 
it was under sniper fire and had 
to take off before they could get 
any wounded to the chopper. 
“ On the third day, I was get­ 
ting in Uid shape with pain and 
I went hack to the aid te n t.That 
night 
the 
Chinese 
attacked 
again. We received word that 
the Chinese broke through tlie 
3rd platoon and they were on 
their way toward the aid tent. 
“ At that tim e, the weapons 
platoon commander also had 
been wounded and was in the 
tent and said, ‘When they come 
in here, just look them in the 
eye and show them you are 
M arines.' And then he said, ‘All 
you men tliat a re Catholic, you 
know your R osary. Start saying 
it. The rest of you just start 
praying.' Tile first thing that 
cam e to my mind was a com­ 
bination of the L o rd 's Prayer 
and the 23rd Psalm , ‘The Lord 
is my shepherd, I shall not 
want.' 
“ I also made special petitions 
for my life. I asked God to save 
me and keep me from being 
killed and to help the Marines 
push back the enemy. 
“ On the sixth day, one of the 
com panies broke through to us 
from the forward elem ents. The 
next day we moved down south 
to Hagaru where I was evacu­ 
ated to the hospital in Yokusa- 
ka, Japan." 
Hiskett said he feels serving 
with the M arines “ has probably 
been the most rewarding minis­ 
try I've had since I've been o r­ 
dained." 
As for the power of prayer, 
Hiskett said: 
“ I believe in it very strongly. 
I believe prayer can have an 
effect on one's life and that God 
does listen to prayer and will 
answ er our pray ers if it's His 
will rather than ours. I feel God 
used this experience to call me 
into the m inistry."

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Viet Cong Using 
First Team in 
Plei Me Attack 


EDITOR’8 NOTE — Robin 
Mannock of The Associated 
Press Joined the relief column 
that reached the battered Spe­ 
cial Forces camp at Pie! Me 
Monday. 


By ROBIN MANNOCK 
PLEI ME, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — After seven days of 
continuous action, the handful of 
UJS. Army advisers behind the 
barbed wire at Plei Me know 
they have been pitted against 
the Viet Cong’s first team — a 
regiment 
from 
North 
Viet 
Nam’s 308th Infantry Division. 
It shows on every haggard, 
grime-smeared face. 
A relief column of more than 
1,300 Vietnamese rangers, in­ 
fantry, tanks and armored per­ 
sonnel carriers reached the be­ 
sieged Special Forces camp 
Monday. The Viet Cong caught 
them in the open, and for more 
than an hour enemy mortars, 
heavy machine guns and auto­ 
matic weapons poured fire into 
the relief force and into the 
camp. 
Capt. 
Russell 
Hunter, the 
camp’s doctor from Abilene, 
Tex., seemed to be everywhere 
inside the camp’s perimeter as 
dead and wounded were carried 
in. 
His week-old growth of beard 
was caked with brick-red dust 
and his eyes stared with fatigue. 
One wounded UJS. adviser 
was brought to Hunter’s under­ 
ground aid station by other 
Americans. They carried him 
through the wire, under sniper 
fire, when South Vietnamese 
soldiers balked at bringing him 
in. 
For some of Plei Me’s defend­ 
ers, the assault was too much. A 
noncom ripped the bandage off 
one Vietnamese soldier’s arm 
and found no wound. Screaming 
with rage and grabbing him by 
the Jacket, the noncom hauled 
the cowering soldier from a 
trench and kicked him back into 
'the fight. 
The camp’s defenders retali­ 
ated with 50-caliber machine 
guns, mortars and small arms. 
UJS. Skyraiders and jet attack 
bombers pummeled thickets on 
a gentle rise south of Plei Me 
where the Viet Cong lay hidden. 
Each time there was a lull, 
shots from concealed Viet Cong 
snipers sent everyone scu rry ­ 
ing for cover. 
Bomb fragments and shrapnel 
splattered the camp as the 
planes and big guns hit close to 
the wire. Gunners of the UJ3.1 st 
Air Cavalry division fired vol­ 
ley after volley of white phos­ 
phorus and high explosives with 
terrifying accuracy. 
The Americans in Pie! Me 
credited the planes with saving 
the camp. American pilots flew 
hundreds of sorties by day and 
night. 
’’When I meet a flyboy after I 
get out of here, I’m going to hug 
him and kiss him,” said Maj. 
Charlie A. Beckwith. He com­ 
manded 
an American 
team 
which came to the rescue of 
Plei Me’s beleaguered troops 
last Thursday with two compa­ 
nies of Vietnamese airborne 
rangers. 
With no water for washing or 
shaving, Beckwith, 36, looked 
like an emaciated grizzly bear. 
He is from Atlanta, Ga. 
"I thought it was all over, 
chief,” said Staff Sgt. Frank 
Kowalski of Utica, N.Y. Kowal­ 
ski, an artilleryman from the 
1st Cavalry, had been attached 
to the Vietnamese 22nd Ranger 
Battalion. 
”1 bounced into a hole but it 


was a real small one and I 
bounced right out again,” he 
said. Kowalski counted IO mor­ 
tar shells passing overhead as 
he sought a better hole. 
Kowalski’s forward artillery 
observer — another American 
— was wounded in ti ie arm by a 
mine. 
The onslaught pinned down 
part of the rangers intrenches, 
bunkers and tunnels dug by the 
Viet Cong less than IOO feet 
from the outer wire on the 
northern edge of Plei Me, scene 
of the heaviest attacks last 
week. 
The Viet Cong abandoned die 
earthworks and several of their 
dead. 
’’It was as much as I could do 
to stay there,” said Capt. Paul 
Leckinger, 32, of Rochester, 
N.Y., senior UJJ. adviser to the 
21st Rangers. Leckinger had 
spent part of his fourth son’s 
first birthday hugging the dirt 
Saturday night when a North 
Vietnamese regiment began to 
attack the relief column on its 
way to Plei Me. 
Crouching in forward trenches 
inside the camp were Plei Me’s 
garrison and their families. 
Wives comforted infant children 
next to their menfolk. Most are 
members of the Montagnard 
tribes of Viet Nam 's central 
highlands. The camp is about 
210 miles north of Saigon. 
Montagnard 
youngsters 
in 
their early teens shouldered 
carbines and prepared to defend 
their squalid bunkers. 
After one brief firefight, a 
Viet Cong prisoner was brought 
in. He was Cao Xuan Hai, 22, a 
master sergeant in the 324th 
Regiment of the North Vietnam­ 
ese 308th Division. 
He smoked a cigarette as he 
sat on the floor of a hut and an­ 
swered questions put to him by 
Brig. Gen. Doan Van Quang, 
commander 
of 
South 
Viet 
Nam's Special Forces, who had 
flown into Plei Me that morn­ 
ing. 
Cao said his unit I eft Phu Tho, 
in North Viet Nam, in July and 
reached the area a week ago. 
He wore dust-stained khaki jun­ 
gle fatigues. His badly swollen 
feet bulged out of sandals made 
from an old automobile tire. 
Cao said volunteers to fight in 
South Viet Nam were easy to 
obtain because intensive Ameri­ 
can bombing in the Communist 
North was reducing already 
scant food supplies and soldiers

could count on getting enough 
rice. 
A diary found on the body ofa 
dead North Vietnamese showed 
that tile soldier's unit had been 
in position by the roadside since 
Oct. 19. 
That was the day the camp 
first came under attack. The 
Viet Cong strategy apparently 
was to draw troops into a trap 
and destroy them as they came 
down the road. 
Tile stratagem almost suc­ 
ceeded. 
The relief column came under 
withering fire Saturday night 
and was split in two. But Leek- 
in^er, who was bringing up tile 
rear with half of the 21st Rin­ 
gers, denied his men were am­ 
bushed.

(Shorty) Massey each time she 
•n ttra the I’opiar Bluff Veter­ 
ans Administration Hospital to 
do volunteer work. Since 1951, 
she has made weekly trips to 
serve patients and their v isi­ 
tors, 
having am assed 
3,700 
hours In volunteer work, and 
she is still going strong. 
By vocation, Shorty M assey is 
a nurses' aid, working from 3 
p.m. until 
ll p.m. on Mon­ 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Friday, at Dexter Convalescent 
Manor. In addition, she is on 
call dav or night to help out 
at Comeau clinic. 
When the initial call for vol­ 
unteers came from the VA hos­ 
pital after it opened in Poplar 
Bluff, Mrs. Massey was one of 
the first to answer. In doing 
so, she was carrying out her 
late husband's wishes. 
Gettie Massey was a World 
War I veteran and while hos­ 
pitalized in Tucson, A riz., vol­ 
unteer workers were so good to 
him, he suggested to his wife 
they offer their services if 
ever there was a hospital near­ 
by. He died in 1938, however, 
without being able to fulfill this 
desire. 
“ Once j’ou get started in vol­ 
unteer service, you simply can’t 
quit,” 
Geneva 
M assey said. 
“ Actually, it is relaxation for 
me to work over there. It makes 
me feel so good to be able to 
t do things for the patients, maybe 
help to revive some young man's 
sp irits just by talking to him ." 
By her own admission, Geneva 
Massey has a gift of “ wind 
jam ming.'' She has a quick come 
back to any comment, is sen si­ 
tive to a patient’s feelings, has 
a ready wit and is always cheer­ 
ful. 
The name Shorty comes 
from her under-five-foot sta ­ 
ture, but it takes a fast pace 
to 
keep up with her on her 
designated tasks. Her only ex­ 
perience on the other side of 
the record was back in 1922 
when she had an appendix opera­ 
tion. Other than that, she has 
never been hospitalized as a 
patient. 
In acquiring those 3,700 hours, 
M rs. Massey has made untold 
trips from Dexter to Poplar 
Bluff. At present, she works 
every Sunday from 
IO a.m . 
until 4 p.m. on the third floor 
escorting visitors to patients’ 
room s. 
Often tim es, visitors 
have failed to pick up p asses 
at the first floor information 
desk. She sends them back down, 
telling them how to get passes, 
which is a must if you visit 
in any of the wards or rooms. 
On every second and fourth 
Thursday, she works on the fifth 
floor, entertaining with Pokeno 
for patients. Every third Thurs­ 
day, as district hospital chair­ 
man for the VFW auxiliary, 
she helps out with bingo parties 
for patients on other floors. 
“ So many things have hap­ 
pened since I started working 
at Veterans Administration, it 
would be impossible to name 
the most unusual happening,” 
Geneva Massey said. “ I do 
rem ember one woman in par­ 
ticular whose husband had just 
passed away. She wouldn’t per­ 
mit an autopsy, which doctors 
felt would give them light on 
sim ilar illnesses. I was able to 
persuade her to give her con­ 
sent, pointing out how it might 
help other veterans in 
the 
future. 
“ I often get letters from pa­ 
tients after they leave the hos­ 
p ital,'' she said. “ Sometimes 
their wives write to thank me 
for my kindnesses to their hus­ 
bands. Those are the tim es when 
you know you are doing a worth­ 
while job, I hope to continue 
a s long as I know I am needed.” 
Geneva Massey has lived most 
of her life in Dexter, is a mem­ 
ber of Kennedy - Hanks Am eri­ 
can Legion post auxiliary and 
Hale - Swinger Veterans 
of 
Foreign Wars auxiliary, here, 
and of the Veterans of World 
War I auxiliary in Poplar Bluff.

For over fifty years, The First Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christ) has been serving 
Christ and the Sikeston community. On August 
6, 1906, seventeen people gathered in a home 
to form the charter membership of this church. 
A tabernacle-type frame building was erected 
at the corner of South New Madrid Street and 
Trotter Street. In June, 1915, a brick building 
was erected and served as the church facilities 
for this congregation until 1956. 
Under the leadership of the Rev. Wayne Davis, 
the congregation moved from the old location 
to the present church site, a three acre plot 
on Highway 61 North south of the hospital.

The 
entire facilities and grounds of First Christian 
Church are valued now at more than a quarter 
million dollars. 
The progress of the congregation is best noted 
in their stewardship and increased budgets for 
general fund and world outreach giving. In 
1951, the Rev. George Adkins succeeded the 


Rev. R. M. Talbert who had served a long 
pastorate with the congregation. In that year, 
the total church budget was $5,000 with $600 
being allocated for world outreach. This present 
church year, 1965-66, the church budget is 
over $37,000 with $11,000 being allocated for 
outreach and benevolence. The long-range goal 
of the congregation is 50-50 giving, giving as 
much to world outreach as is spent on local 
needs. 
For the past several years, First 
Christian Church has been among the top ten 
churches in Missouri in stewardship among the 
500 Christian churches in the state. The Con­ 
gregation is indebted to the twenty pastors who 
have served it since its beginning. Pastors of 
recent dates are: R. M. Talbert, 1933-38 
and 
1943 - 1950; George Adkins, 1951-1953; 
Wayne Davis, 1954-1960; and Myron E, Neal, 
1960-to the present. 
The congregation is an active part of the Mis­ 
souri Association of Christian Churches (Dis­ 
trict Ten) and The International Convention of 
Christian Churches (Disciples of Christ). The 
present Executive Committee of the Church is: 
Bob McCord, Chairman; David Bailey, Vice- 
Chairman; Don Story, Secretary; A. Wayne 
Bess, Treasurer. The present Christian Wom­ 
en’s Fellowship president is Mrs. Dean Righter. 
The First Christian Church, Sikeston, is proud 
of its heritage and grateful for the opportunity 
to serve the people of the Sikeston community.
